The best way is to choose a pat­

Further expansion in 
hems and other features can be 
made so the garment need not be 
thrown away while there is still 
wear in it. 
A dress or suit should never be 
made oversize to let a child grow 
up to it.

WE CAN pity the poor caveman 
when we remember that he ate 
all of hi* food raw or, if our sym­ 
pathies don’t extend so far, we 
can at least congratulate ourselves 
that we eat cooked foods. Only 
contrast a hunk of raw meat with 
a well-browned roast and you’ll 
feel a glow of gratitude that with 
the passing of the ages man 
learned how to use heat to make 
his food not only more digestible 
but more delicious. 
The art of cookery, which makes 
a pleasure of necessity, grew up 
in happenstance fashion in the 
kitchens of the world. Thus, it is 
a little strange that traditional 
methods 
of 
food 
preparation 
should so often be sound from a 
health standpoint Just the same 
it’s true. 
Well-Cooked Pork 
Pork, for example, should al­ 
ways be well-cooked and it usually 
is, even where people have nothing 
more than the taste-test to guide 
them. Few people would like under­ 
done veal and that's a good thing, 
too, because to be digestible this 
meat should be thoroughly cooked. 
When it comes to beef, however, 
there’s a different story, for beef, 
which is so often preferred rare, 
may occasionally be infested with 
a tapeworm parasite, which can 
also thrive in the human body. In­ 
festation with the beef tapeworm 
may occur wherever raw or in­ 
adequately cooked beef is a popu­ 
lar item of the diet. It is one of 
the 
most 
common 
tapeworms 
found in human beings. 
The cattle acquire the worm by 
eating materials containing live 


tapeworm eggs. The eggs hatch in 
tho intestine and then the young 
worms penetrate into the muscle 
tissue, where they develop into 
larvae. If the larvae are eaten 
they develop into worms in eight 
to ten weeks in the intestinal 
tract of the human beings. 
Slight Irritation 
The parasite causes little or no 
damage except, perhaps, slight ir­ 
ritation of the lining membrane 
of the bowel where the worm a t­ 
taches itself. Early in the infesta­ 
tion it may be found that the num­ 
ber of white blood cells are in­ 
creased, particularly the number 
of white cells known as eosinophils. 
Slight digestive upsets, loss of 
weight and nervousness are pres­ 
ent in some cases. 
In order to prevent infestation 
with this type of worm, eattla 
should ba kept from grazing on 
contaminated land. Beef should be 
properly inspected and refriger­ 
ated. It has been shown that at 
very low temperatures the larvae 
are killed within five days. Of 
course, thorough cooking or pickl­ 
ing will have the same effect. 
The diagnosis of tapeworm in­ 
festation is made by finding the 
eggs of the worm, or segments of 
the worm, itself, in the bowel 
movements. Treatment is best car­ 
ried out with the patient in a hos­ 
pital. One drug commonly em­ 
ployed is known as oleoresin of 
Aspidium or male fern. 
Carbon tetrachloride has also 
been found effective. The treat­ 
ment must always be continued 
until the head of the worm is 
passed and identified by the phy­ 
sician.

Nearby are Fort Meigs and Fort

This fortification site is located 
where the Auglaize and the Mau­ 


mee rivers m eet It was built by 
General “Mad” Anthony Wayne. 
As he inspected the completed 
work, he turned to General Scott 
and said, *T defy the English, In­ 
dians, and all devils in hell to take 
it.”

“Then call it Fort Defiance,” re­ 
plied Scott. Defiance has been the 
name of.the city to this day. 
But history is not the only at­ 
traction 
along this picturesque 
river. Its scenery is outstanding. 
Route 65 follows closely the 
banks of this historic stream. At 
intervals are some of th# 300 pic­ 
nic spots which the Ohio Highway 
Department has built throughout 
the state. 
At the northern end of the val­ 
ley, where the river widens into 


Maumee Bay, stands Toledo, one 
of Ohio’s m ajor cities. 
There ere many things to be 
seen in Toledo. Noteworthy is the 
Toledo A rt Museum end the Wal­ 
bridge Park Zoo with its well­ 
equipped amphitheater used for 
operas and other m usical, per­ 
formances. 
West of Toledo on Route 20 is 
Fremont—one of the state's most 
attractive communities. Here is 
the Hayes Memorial Museum and 
Library, dedicated to the memory 
of one of Ohio's presidents and 
filled with historic material. 
At Fremont, too, is “Old Betsy,” 
the tiny cannon which was instru­ 
mental in the defeat of the British 
end Indians during the War of
